The natives of Wayne and Stoddard | 


counties are telling a story that Gov. 
Folk ate a 12-pound fack salmon and 
three 2-pound bass at one sitting. The 
Governor, in his usual non-commital 
habit, refusing either to verify or deny 
this story. 

When it is taken {nto consideration 
that he ate from five to six meals a 
day it will not be marveled that he re- 
turned to Jefferson City Thursday 
weighing fully 20 pounds more than when 
he left there a week earlier. His face 
was covered with ruddy tan, and jin 
the racehorse language of Col. “Dick’’ 
Porter, president of the Missouri Fish 
Commission, his wind could not have 
been better. 

After the regular session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature Gov. Folk felt the 
need of some recuperation. He wanted 
to get so far away from official duties 
that he could not think of them for an 
entire week. He told his troubles to 
“Billy” Hughes, former Speaker of the 
House of Delegates, who is now a mem- 
ber of the Missouri Fish Commission. 

Dodges the Officeseeker. 

Hughes is a thirty-third degree fish- 
erman, and his familiarity with the 
fish-bearing streams of the State is un- 
surpassed by any other disciple of Izaak 
Walton living within its borders. 
Hughes told the Governor that he could 
hide his excellency away in the forest 
timbers of Stoddard County, hard by 
the banks of the blue &t. Francis, 
where no officeseeker could find him, 
and where he could not be reached 
either by telegraph or wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

‘‘That’s the place for me,”’ said the 
Governor. Mr. Hughes, Richard Porter 
of Paris, Mo., and J. M. Shortal of St. 
Louis, all members of the Fish Commis- 
gion, and “William H. Culp, Coal Oil In- 
spector of St. Louis, then arranged to 
play host to the Governor. They 
stocked up the larders of the Fish 
Commissioners’ distributing car, em- 
ployed the miost skilled chef they could 
find, laid in a bountiful supply of fish- 
ing material and guns and ammunition, 
and hooked the car to the rear en4 of 
a Frisco train, and started for the 
wilds of Southeastern Missourt. 

It was announced that they had gone 
to Puxico, but they proceeded beyond 
that into the almost !naccessible swamp 
lands for a distamce of seven miles. 
The private car was sidetracked in a 
lumber camp known as Moon's -Mill, 
where there is neither railway depot 
or telegraph office. 

In Heart of Swamp. 

Three-quarters of a mile across the 
country lay the St. Francis River and

The Governor fished all day Satur- 
day, March 23, and caught nothing. 
Hiughes and Shortal caught a fine 
string of little-mouthed bass, but the 
Governor's failure did not discourage 
him.

of hope. 

Monday and Tuesday went by and 
still the Governor had caught no fish.

The Fateful Day. 

Wednesday was bright and clear. 
The Governor declared that it would 
the best day of all for fishing. He 
was sure he could catch a fine string 
of bass. Still filled wWith hope, the 
Governg@ took up his rod and bucket 
of crawfish and stepped proudly into 
the boat. 
dropped anchor. A few feet away sat 
Shorial and Hughes, repeating their 
former successes as fishermen. 

The Governor perched himself on 
the stern of his boat, crossed his legs 
like a tailor and cast his crawfish 
baited lines into the stream. 

After three hours of fishing without 
results Hughes and Shortel presently 
heard a great commotion in the direc- 
tion of the Governor’s boat. Looking 
around they saw the Chief Executive 
tugging manfully at his pole and they 
could see and hear the line cutting 
the water. The water boiled and the 
fish whipped it into a foam with $its 
tail. 

“I must have a whale,” shouted the 
Governor in a fit of excitement and 
exultation. “That’s what I’ve been 
fishing for all the time. I didn’t want 
any of your common old bass.” 

By this time Dick Porter, who was 
in the boat, had gone to the Govern- 
or’s assigtance. He seized the rod and 
gave the Governor the fishnet. 

Porter skillfully towed the fish up to 
the boat and the Governor, with a deft 
movement of the net, flopped him into 
the boat. 

“Finest jack salmon I ever saw, Gov- 
ernor,’’ said Porter, with compassion in 
his voice. It was, temporarily, one of 
the proudest moments in the Governor’s 
life. He threw aside the gubernatorial 
dignity and pounced down upon the 
monster that was flopping in the bot- 
tom of the boat. With the assistance of 
Porter he got a string through its gills. 
Stretching himself to his full height, 
he held the fish up at arm’s length. 

Quits in Great Discust. 

“Look, you fellows over there in the 
boat: look at my fine jack salmon,” he 
exclaimed. 

Hughes looked around and in a tone 
of deepest disgust said with emphasis: 

“Why, Governor, that’s a dog fish.” 

The Governor turned white and looked 
at Porter for encouragement.

The Governor threw fish, string and 
all into the water, picked up his pad- 
dies and rowed rapidly for the shore. 
He took up his target rifle and amused 
himself for 15 minutes by shooting all 
the corks off the lines that Hughes and 
Shortal had out. This done, the Goy- 
ernor and president of the fish com- 
sion rowed up the river. Some distance 
above the fishing hole they paused for 
reflection. A big pile of driftwood was 
nearby. 

“Wouldn't it be sport,’’ said Porter, 
“to loosen up this driftwood and let it 
float down on Hughes and Shortal and 
tangle their lines up?” 

“Let's do it,’ said the Governor, 
conically. 

They rowed up to the drift and worked 
two solid hours to get it loose. They 
pushed it out into the current, and then 
rowed to a point in the river from which 
they could watch its effect without be- 
traying themselves. In five minutes the 
driftwood struck the Hughes-Shortal 
beat unawares and nearly capsized it in 
30 feet of water. Before the lines could 
be removed from the water they were 
snapped in two by the floating drift- 
wood. 

That ended the fishing for the day. 
Hughes and Shortal saved what they 
could from the wreck and the party re- 
turned to the car. The Governor and 
Porter didn't dare tell what they had 
done for some time, but they 
caught Hughes and Shortal in a pleas- 
ant frame of mind they told them. This

He was amid-stream and | 
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sandbagging measures as ‘“driftwood,’’ 
and to orfe of their leaders as ‘“‘Drift- 
wood Dick.”’ 

The Governor spent part of one morn- 
ing hunting ducks. The submerged 
woodlands abound with waterfowl and 
the hunter who has the skill and nerve 
can usually bag a nice lot of mallard 
and teal. 

The Governor put on a pair of long 
rubber boots, shouldered his favorite 
shotgun and started away through the 
dense submerged ferests. He was ac- 
companied by Porter and Culp, who 
said they would rather hunt than fish, 
but no inducement was strong enough 
to pull “‘Billy’” Hughes and Tom Shor- 
tal away from their favorite fishing 
hole. 

Shot at Everything. 


The Governor waded around in the 
water for half a day, shooting at every 
duck that flew within 200 yards. The 
water was uniformly a little more than 
knee deep, and when the party dropped 
into the “ligard’’ tracks it sometimes 
went over the tops of their rubbers. 

Figures as to the exact number of 
ducks killed on the excursion were ex- 
ceedingly hard to determine. ‘“Dick’’ 
Porter once said they killed six and 
that the Governor shot two of them. 
They told this story to Hughes; and he 
believed it until one day the night- 
watchman at the mill came in with a 
basket on his arm. Hughes was sitting 
nearby putting cold cream on his sun- 
burned neck, and overheard this collo- 
loquy: 

“How much do I owe you?” said Culp. 

“Twenty-five cents apiece for the 
ducks,” replied the hunter. ‘With this 
lot I have killed 17.” 

Culp. paid the night watchman and he 
left. Hughes kept silent until Culp be- 
gan telling for about the fortieth time 
how successful he had been as a duck 
hunter, and then calnily told what he 
had overheard. Culp promptly proved 
by Porter that no such conversation took 
place, but Gov. Felk, who was standing 
by refused to act as referee to settle 
the dispute. 

Hughes and Shortal fished a close 
race, with honors about even until Shor- 
tal had to return heme. 

This he did with much 
Tuesday night. Between them they 
caught about 300 fine bass. Culp and 
Porter each confessed to catching one 
each.

Fish Refused to Bite. 

No sooner had the Governer put his 
lines into the stream than the fish 
ceased biting. This was about 9 e’clock 
in the morning.

GALVESTON, Tex., March W.—At 
the meeting of the Board of City Com- 
missioners, City Health Officer C. W. 
Trueheart secured permission to adver- 
lise for 120 barrels of crude carbolic 
acid for use during the coming sum- 
mer. This acid will be one weapon with 


which to combat vert ta during the 
warm weather, and l also greatly aa- 
sist in diminishing the plague of house 
files in the city. 

An average of 150 barrels ef carhbolic 
acid is required each year to fight the 





mosquitoes, besides a large amount of 
crude keresene, which distributed 
over all open water that cannot be 
drained. he ls. of water in gutters 
are excellent eding places for mos-

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NICENESS aND MORALS. 

Some of the finest writers in London, and perhaps 

clsewhere, have a habit of writing a confidential 
language which, though it seems to be the best 
and finest English, is really intended to be under- 
stood only by tlie select, the illuminated, the ini- 
tiated who have taken a thirty-second degree of 
some kind in what is very fine and very nice. 
In this language you can tell a most hideous lie 
and it will not only stay securely below the surface, 
but, as the language itself seems to be the best Eng- 
lish, it may impress many with the idea that the 
hideous lie is a newly discovered truth full of beauty 
and sublimity. 

It will not do to call plain English names, but 
we may say that there is a certain impression of 
sublimely beautiful and novel truth in the language 
of the London Outlook when it says this March that 
educated England has adopted a new standard of 
values. “We have recognized that in esthetics, 
esthetics are supreme, just as in mathematics, math- 
ematics are supreme,” the Outlook says. 

In plain English, this means that the common 
morals of common people, who think and talk in 
common English have nothing to do with anything 
that is fine and sweet, lovely and delicious, and, in 
a word, suited to the taste of people of superior 
refinement. The Ten Commandments do not “go” 
with them in questions of what is nice. 

With the limit, off, anyone who is artistically 
competent to make habits of the most vicious lux- 
ury, or habits of loot and massacre seem beautiful 
and sublime, is thus encouraged to proceed in Lon- 
don and the London habit spreads through the Eng- 
lish-speaking world. This definition was published 
in London in the early days of March. Before the 
end of the month, we had it illustrated in the crude 
colors of St. Louis billboards in a play representing 
London standards of art applied to American affairs 
and showing the most high-minded type of the ar- 
tistic hero jabbing his bayonet into somebody or 
“pumping lead” into somebody else, or “shoving a 
six-shooter” under the nose of somebody, all for 
the sake of “esthetics” and the gate receipts. 

This is indignantly condemned by some as “bad 
taste” when the colors are very glaring, but if it 
is a law for delicate tints, it is a law for yellow, 
red and blue, according to the taste of those who 
like their colors “good and strong.” ,It applies even 
to the cooking of a tenderloin steak and fully justi- 
fies the artistic sense of the well-known esthete who 
visited St. Louis several years ago and wlien he 
found his steak not nice enough, threw plate, steak 
and all at the head waiter, regardless of the “mora! 
law” against attempts at manslaughter. 

This is the “esthetic temperament” we hear so 
much about in connection with “delusions which lose 
their focus” and result in “brainstorms.” According 
to the London Outlook, educated England now 
focuses its ideas of what is fine and nice as far as 
it can from what is true and moral. It would not be 
polite to speak of this in plain English, but if eg 
ucated England actually has this habit, it will also 
have a brainstorm when its ideas of what is fine 
and nice lose focus.

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GAS ENGINES AND FOUR-DAY LINERS 

Railway prophets have proclaimed the passing of 
the Experts of, the ships now 
declare that the day is at hand of the steamless 
steambogt.

POST-DISPATCH RECORD. OF PROGRESS 
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Europe Perfecting the War Automobile—A New Emergency Brake—Alcohol From Saw- 
dust—A Frenchman’s Electric Villa—How Broken Rails Are Detected. 


FORTS ON WHEELS. 


France, which is acquiring a fleet of airships, is 
also providing a formidable equipment of war cars. 


These are steel-class motor cars, some of them with 
revolving turrets, carrying qulck-firing machine 


guns, and capable of a speed ranging from thirty- 
five to forty miles an hour. These war cars are 
curious-looking contrivances—massive, without orna- 
mentation and grimly ugiy. There are many types 
of them, but whatever the type, they are veritable, 
swiftly moving fortresses, built with a design to be 
used both offensively and defensively. France is n@ 
singular in acquiring an outfit of these nickel steel- 
clad fortresses; Germany is equally active and enter- 
prising. 

The Scientific American, in an article descriptive 
of these movable fortresses, remarks that “their 
great destructive force, combined with their mobility, 
bids fair to introduce an entirely new element into 
the warfare of the future; and it is believed in many 
of the war offices of the world that these are mere- 
ly forerunners of veritable land Dreadnoughts, capa- 
ble of destroying entire cities that lie in their track.”’ 
In the last maneuvers of the German war cars 
it is said that “there were dozens of weird-looking 
wheeled fortresses, which pursued one another up hill 
and down dale. They circled around one another 
in intricate convolutions, changing speeds and belch- 
ing forth what appeared to be terrific hails of lead.”’ 


ALCOHOL FROM SAWDUST. 


Samples of alcohol made from sawdust have been 
sent to the Department of Agriculture from one of 
the big sawmills where the work is being done on a 
commercial scale; that is to say, a distilling plant 
has been installed which is turning out several bar- 
rels of alcohol daily, though no figures are available 
as to the actual cost of manufacture compared with 
wood alcohol or that from grain. The interesting 
point about the sawdust alcohol is that it is not a 
wood alcohol, having none of the properties of that 
fluid, but is an ethyl] alcohol that cannot be told from 
that made from grain. The difference is that the 
suwdust alcohol is made after the sawdust has been 
treated with an acid, transforming it into dextrose, 
and is then distilled in the regular way. If the work 
can be done at a profit, and the indications from 
the work of the company point to this being a fact, 
it will not only make a valuable by-product out of the 
sawdust that has heretofore been an intolerable nui- 
sance to the sawmills, but it will open up a way 
to make alcohol profitably from straw, cane, corn- 
stalks and almost any other vegetable refuse. 


A NEW EMERGENCY BRAKE. 

Thirty experts from the shops of the Westingh*use 
company and the engineers of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road are experimenting with a new emergency brake 
that. will stop a train in half is own length, going at 
the rate of 65 miles an hour, and it promises to rev- 
olutionize railroading and practically eliminate all 
possibility of accident by collision if it proves as suc- 
cessful as it has in the tests today. The experiment 
did not fail in a single instance during a number 


of trials made between Camden and Atlantic City. 
Mr. Donaldson, superintendent of the Westinghouse 
company, is directing the experiments, An electrical 
device recently invented and which has for its pur- 
pose the stopping of high-speed trains within a dis- 
tance of less than one hundred feet is being installed 
along the route. | 

Circuit breakers are being placed at intervals of 
3t yards. By a simple electrically controlled switch 
record is made on a tonophone, or clock, in a cen- 
tral station of the passing of trains. 

A megaphone apparatus, having for its purpose sig- 
naling to the engineer, will give warning in case of 
danger. 

The new airbrake permits the engineer to bring the 
train to a full stop within the distance circumscribed 
by the circuit breakers. ‘ 


AN ELECTRICAL HOUSE. 

The house of mystery and silence, or, to give it its 
official title, La Villa Feria Electra, is situated at 
Troyes and is owned by Mr. Georgia Knap, says Lon- 
don Sketch. All the work usually done by servants 
and much that ig usually left undone, is performed 
by electric contrivance. The visitor to the villa 
finds that, when he rings, the door opens itself, 
while a voice proceeding from a hidden gramophone 
tells him to allow the door to close. Once inside the 
visitor is confronted by a mat that rubs and dries 
his boots. Press a button near the bed in your bed- 
room and a hot-water bottle is heated—an arrange- 
ment that would suit Toddles. In the morning, cur- 
tains fly apart and shutters open in response to the 
pushing of a button; breakfast, papers and letters 
arrive at the table in the same mysterious way. An 
electric lift brings electrically cooked food through 
the center of the dining table. In the laundry electric 
washing machines do the washing. Everything in 
the house, indeed is run by electricity, and there 
are electric alarms for use against those who would 
break in and steal. The exact address of the villa is 
4 Rue Pierre Gautier, Troyes. 


LOCATING BROKEN RAILS. 
Because of the hidden dangers from broker ralis, 


the New York Central has made an unusual effort 
to devise protective measures. The first thing, of 
course, is to find the crack the moment it occurs, 
The human eye being unable to see it, we have per- 
fected an “electric eye.’’ All the ‘rails will be con- 
nected by an electric wire which will be looped into 
the signal towers. The least change in the condition 
of any rail will be observed by the electric eye and 
the information will be winked into the nearest tower. 
Automatically the danger signals in that block will 
be set against trains on that track, and will remain 
so until the cause of the danger warning has been 
discoovered and remedied. 

As yet we have not learned how to make the elec- 
tric track guard tell us just where the alarm origi- 
nates, so it will be necessary for employes to hasten 
to the block and examine every rail until the defec- 
tive one is located. Until such discovery is made no 
trains will be permitted to pass over those tracks.

We are trying to 
get him into another institution. 

A robust Dane suffered a broken leg two years ago. 
The doctor who set it, the man says, did it so the 
leg is shrunken, and the man, accustomed to a vig- 
Orous, active life, Is now a cripple. He brooded 
until he was thoroughly possessed with the idea of 
killing the doctor and then killing himself. 

A New Yorker of a family prominent in years 
gone by has sunk to destitution. Proud, he would 
not take a nickel or charity of any kind and was 
pretty near jumping into the river. Our labor bu- 
reau this morning gave him a letter pretty certain 
to get work for him at a certain place, and the 
man promised faithfully to return if he didn’t get 
the position. As he did not return until closing hour 
today, it is assumed he got the place. 

‘Another case is outlined in this letter just received 
from Baltimore: 

“I am desirous of wiring you concerning deep 
trouble from which I can see no relief, but hestitate 
to tell it to anyone. I write to ask if I can be 
assured that any confidence I may make will be 
held as strictly secret and confidential. My plight 
fis indeed a desperate one. I await a reply with 
great anxiety.”’

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Sam Coltrane Asserts He Did 
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Not Eat Soap, but Was 
Really Ill, 


A letter has been received by the 
Post-Dispatch from Sam Coltrane of 
South McAlester, I. T., under sentence 
of life imprisonment on a murder 
charge, denying that he ate soft soap 
while in Jail to give himself the apear- 
ance of a consumptive and aid in secur- 
ing a pardon, as was reported recently 
in a story sent out from Guthrie, Colt- 
rane asserts that he was ill of tuber- 
culosis and that he cured himself after 
doctors had failed to help him, by a 
means which he says is his secret, 

His letter is accompanied by a signed 
statement by George K. Pritchard, a 
United States Marshal, who declares 
‘ that Coltrane could not have eaten soap 
belonging to the jailer’'s wife, because 
the jailer does not live near the prison. 

The condemned man says that he was 
arrested May 24, 1903, charged with the 
‘murder of Cicero Coltrane, a third cous- 
in. In February, 1904, he became ill 
'from pneumonia and two months later, 
[he says evidences of consumption de- 
|veloped. His normal weight is 170 
pounds, but his weight decreased to 90 
pounds. He says that doctors urged 
him to use morphine and get as much 

rest as possible, as they could do noth- 
ing 

My father and mother. died of con- 
| sumption, ‘he writes, “and I had al- 

ways feared I would be similarly af- 
|flicted. I have studied the disease a 
|great deal. So in December, 1905, after 
having been afflicted with consumption 
more than a year and a half, 1 resorted 
to a remedy discovered by myself and 
which I have not disclosed up to the 
present day. [ am well now and weigh. 
about 180 pounds. I have never felt 
better in my life.’’ 

Regarding his trial and conviction, 
Coltrane says, “I do not argue my 
case in public, but will say that I was 
convicted wholly on circumstantial evi- 
dence.”’

ager. When Griffith left the Sox to 
take hold of the New York Americans 
he tackled the hardest task of his ca- 
reer, running up against all sorts of 
difficult problems and much ill for- 
tune at the start. In 1904 Griffith came 
within one game of winning the Amer- 
ican League pennant from the Boston 
club, while last year his plucky fight 
with the Sox right up to the fag end 
of the season is still fresh in the minds 
of all ball cranks. 


Mack an Old Player. 
While Jones and Griffith are both 
regarded as first-class managers, there 


is another noted team leader, Cornelius 
McGillicuddy, or Connie Mack for short, 
who had been in charge of the Phila- 
delphia Americans ever since they were 
first organized. Mack is an old ball 
player himself. In the ‘80s the well- 
known battery, Gilmore and Mack, 
made such a record with the Hartford 
club that they were purchased by the 
Washington Club. Gilmore did not last 
very long in fast company, but Mack 
instantly became one of the best catch- 


vinced Comiskey 


ers in the country. 


He went to the Buffalo Brotherhood 
Club in 1890, and afterward to the Pitts- 
burgs, where he was manager and cap- 
tain for several years. But it was not 
until he assumed charge of the Philadel- 
phia Athletics that he became really 
famous. Taking a lot of ordinary play- 
érs, including the erratic Rube Waddell, 
Mack turned out a splendid ball team 
that has already won two pennants. In 
picking up and developing young play- 
ers he has also done remarkable work, 
and this year he believes that he has 
another pennant winner. 

Napoleon Lajoie, the manager of the 
Cleveland Americans, is considered by 
many good judges the best ball player 
in the world, although Hans Wagner of 
the Pittsburgs is placed on the same 
plane by other critics. Lajoie has not as 
yet shown any great managerial ability, 
for, since he took hold of the Clevelands 
two years ago, the team. although look- 
ing powerful on paper, has been a disap- 
pointment. Yet Lajolfe has secured new 
material since last fall, and believes that 
he will make a far better showing this 
season. 

Larry a Natural Player. 

Lajoie is a natural ball player. When 
he was a member of the Fall River team 
of the New England League, in 1895, the 
New York club had a chance to buy his 
release for a mere trifie. But Philadel- 
phia stepped in quickly and got the big 
French-Canadian, who made good from 
tha outset. He was a first baseman in 
those days, but his ability to play any 
position soon landed him at the second 
bag, where he has been a star ever 
since. Lajofe is a tremendous hitter, and 
a quiet, unassuming player on the field. 
He will receive the largest salary, it is 
said, that will be paid to a player-man- 
ager this year, the amount being more 
than $10,000.

Just how intelligent horses are is & 
fruitful subject of discussion. The 
idealists and the readers of old time 
romances about the Bedouin of the 
desert and his faithful steed for 
which the wealthy stranger offered 
such a long price that the son of the 
sand hills was forced by economic rea- 
sons to sell, still believe and assert 
that horses, as a class, are regsark- 
ably intelligent animals but the al- 


most universal testimony of horsemen 
is that compared with other quad- 
rupeds that have been domesticated 
for many generations the average nag 
is a mixture of hysteria, cowardice 
and stupidity, with an almost invari- 
able disposition to become a bully 
once he discovers that his strength is 
superior to that of man. 

Of course there are intelligent 
horses that also are level headed and 
clever, but they are about as rare as 
a “dummy” dog. The most intelligent 
and lovable family of horses this 
Country ever produced was the Mor- 
gans. They had strength, speed, good 
looks, manners and really knew some- 
thing. One of the famous members of 
the tribe was Gifford Morgan. He was 
a little fellow, only a shade over 14 
hands high, a dark chestnut, but had 
so much action that he looked like a 
horse of average proportions when 
being driven or led. That he had 
strength was shown by the fact that 
after he had reached the age of 20— 
at which time most modern nags are 
ready for the knacker—Gifford Mor- 
gan was found hauling big loads of 
slabs by a man who went to buy him.

The 
other day I talked with a man who has 
kept them for public service more than 
thirty years, and he admitted, after 
statring out on the other side of the ar- 
gument, that, one and all, they required 
firm treatment. He summ it up by 
saying: “I am strict with my stallions, 
but I'm good to them. There comes a 
time in the Ife of every single horse 
when he is going to try and have his 
own way about some matter, and that Is 
the exact moment when he will be 
made or spoiled for life. Better put 
a bullet through a stallion’s brain, if 
vou have to In order to win the fight,

The Regatta Committee of the James-

It should be a matter of national 
pride that the air-cooled motor is dis- 
tinctly an American production. For- 
eign motor car builders experimented 
with it years ago, but were unable to 
apply the principle of air-cooling to 
gusoline motors with any degree of suc- 
cess and it remained for American en- 
gineering skill to develop the idea and 
use it with marked success in automo- 
biling. The lack of advancement of 
air-cooling regarded from an engineer- 
ing standpoint, is due to the fact that 
in nearly every instance an effort has 
been made to acive ihe problem 
experienc gained in manufacturing 
water-cooled motors. 


Air-cooling involves principles entire- 
ly separate and distinct from those ap- 
plying to water-cooling and must be 
considered with a clear understanding 
of that fact. Many failures in air-cool- 
ing can be traced to the fact that the 
imperative necessity of conveying the 
heat from the metallic surfaces has 
been overlooked, and while the cylinder 
shell has been surrounded with the 
most elaborate arrangements for dis- 
tributing the heat, the matter of con- 
veying away and providing a constant 
supply of air at atmospheric tempera- 
ture has been entirely neglected. This 
is technically known as the principle 
of convection, and is most successful- 
ly used in the Corbin patented: system 
of air-cooling, which is the result of a 
long process of test and experiment 
made with the minutest care in perfect- 
ing every detail. 

The design and construction of an ef- 
fective air-cooled motor, which is in- 
capable of overheating under any con- 
dition of load, speed or atmospheric 
temperature, is no mean engineering 
problem. The Corbin system employs 
the use of a semes of comb-shaped 
blades punched from soft wrought steel 
in such a manner as to leave the edges 
irregular; the surfaces of these blades 
are then treated by a process which 
augments the radiating qualities of the 
metal to a marked degree, giving 1700 
square inches of radiating surface to 
each cylinder. These binties are then 
inserted in grooves cut in the outer 
cylinder walls and the cylinder metal 
is ‘‘peened’’ into recesses in the base 
of the blades, making the Same prac- 
tically integral. 

The censtant circulation and removal 
of the heated air from the blades or 
flanges is accomplished by a fan with 
ample capacity, positively driven from 
the engine shaft. Those who are skep- 
tical regarding the practicability of the 
air-cooled motor can readily be con- 
vinced of its efficiency if willing to give 
the matter sufficeint consideration. 

The Corbin car is one of the new com- 
ers in St. Louis automobile circles, and 
will make its debut here at the forith- 
coming automobile show at Jaf Alai this 
week. 

One of the most distinctive features 
of the Corbin car is its equipment 
throughout with the highest grade of 
imported ball bearings, there being 24 
of these “jewels’’ used, which Is so un- 
usual in a $2500 machine that {ft has been 


laptly termed the ‘‘full-jeweled’’ Corbin.

NEW YORK, March 30. 
F Harry K. Thaw is adjudged insane 


I by the commission appointed by 

Judge Fitzgerald this week and 
he becomes an inmate of Matteawan 
State Hospital for the Insane, he will 
join a community of between six and 
Seven. hundred maniacs. 

He will be only one of five score mur- 
Gerers. 

He will dine side by side with slayers 
of every type—madmen who Iost their 
reason in Sing Sing, Auburn and other 
State prisons, where they were sent to 
serve life terms. 

The young Pittsburg millionaire will 
be allowed no privileges. 

He will be compelled to listen day 
and night to the ravings and bab- 
blings of the criminal insane, to fall in 
Mine with them and march to a great 
dining hall, where knives and forks 
@re tabooed and all must feed with a 
wooden spoon. 

The State asylum its a splendid build- 
ing, surrounded by fine grounds more 


_ than a square mile in area. Al! of the 


inmates, except those who are pecullar- 
ly violent are treated alike. The Thaw 
millions cannot procure the slayer of 
Stanford White a private room. As a 
matter of fact, there are no _ such 
rooms. The institution at the present 
time is overcrowded, and in the big 
dormitories where the madmen sleep 
the cots are herded together in long 
rows. 
No Privileges for Thaw. 

Separate apartments are only provid- 
ed when an inmate becomes unmanage- 
able, and these apartments are padded 
and provided with straitjackets. Dr R. 
B. Lamb, superintendent of the Mat- 
teawan Asylum, declared that it would 
be dangerous to accord any privileges 


to Thaw. The maniacs are peculiarly 


sensitive, and there would be _ serious 
trouble if they were discriminated 
against. 

“This is a public hospital,” he sald, 
“and we have no social grades. In 
fact, we have no distinction whatever, 
except in the grouping of the mild and

Could Bay Extra Food. 

The young Pittsburger, however, 
could vary his diet by purchasing un- 
cooked food outside. Once a week he 
could place an order with a grocer for 
any kind of food that did not require 
cooking. This food would be placed in 
a storeroom, from which the prisoner 
could draw as he wanted it. 

A complete and careful record of 
such purchases is kept by the attend- 
ants in charge. The records show that 
the largest purchases up to the present 
averaged $3 a week. They include to- 
bacco, eggs, candy, milk, lemons, pea- 
nuts, horseradish and newspapers. Mr. 
Thaw, being the: only millionaire in- 
mate, would not be limited to any such 
meager sum. He could buy as much 
food of the raw sort as the physician 
in attendance considered safe for him 
to absorb. 

If the slayer of Stanford White goes 
to Matteawan he will associate with 
many noted criminals. There is John 
Dougherty, the man who fell in love 
with Mary Anderson many years ago 
and had his name advertised in all the 
newspapers. He killed his keeper after 
he was arrested. 

Then there is George Roth, who made 
three attempts to kill the Rev. Dr. 
Hall in 1891. Quimbo Appo, the famous 
Chinaman who testified in the Lexow 
is still at Matteawan. He  be- 
lieves he was the first Chinaman to 
land in America, that he 1s king of all 


the Chinamen in tne United States and 
has millions in the ban 

Another noted patient is Oliver Curtig 
Perry, the gentleman train robber, who 
was caught while going through an ex- 
press car with a pistol in each hand. 
After he was locked up he put his eyes 
cut to obtain sympathy.

-In the death of Thomas Connor of this city at 
morning, there passes from the stage of life’s activi- 


a business man sagacious, 


quiet and modest, was to be found 


in the battle of wits in a business trans- 
action. The clever man found in him 
a business foeman invincible. . The 
clod found in him one who: would. not 
take advantage of his supérior business 
judgment. None lived here whose judg- 
ment was sounder, or whose advice was 
more generally sought and willingly be- 
stowed. 
Aided a Poor Family. 

Once a poor prospector was develop- 
ing a tract of mining land belonging to 
Connor. The prospector lived in a 
Shanty and his wife was ill, but Connor 
did not know it. A small mine was 
opened on virgin land and the first 
turn-in of ore was made. Connor, the 
day previous, had gane to the prospec- 
tor’s home to consult him about some 
matter and discovered the extreme 
want in which he lived. When the ore 
was sold the prospector was surprised 
to receive from Mr. Connor a check for 
its full value. 

“Mr. Connor, 
out your rovalty,” he said. 

“O, that’s all right,’’ replied the mil- 
lionaire, “just keep it all. I guess it's 
worth it to have the land opened up.’ 

A long time afterward the man who 
accompanied Connor when he discov- 
ered the prospector’s need, heard of 
the incident of the refusal to accept the 
lie told the story and a friend 
mentioned it to Connor. Connor blushed 
like a schoolboy. 

“What fool's telling that?’’ he _  de- 
manded. ‘*‘Didn't I tell the man that de- 
veloping the land was worth the roy- 
ality?’ And with this non-committal an- 
swer Connor dismissed the subject. But 
nobody believes that it was anything 
but his appreciation of the prospectors 
financial plight that prompted the ac- 
tion. 

Connor was exceedingly fond of chil- 
dren. Childiess himself, he had the Irish 
trait of love of the young deeply im- 
planted in his heart. A long time ago, 
when Perey Wenrich, now a well-known 
song writer in New York City, was a 
small lad, Mr. Connor one day asked 
him to sing for him on the street. Wen- 
rich refused at first, but Connor prom- 
ised to buy him a bicycle if he complied. 
Wenrich’s fresh young voice rang out 
in a popuiar song and at its conclusion 
Connor marched him straight to a deal- 
er’s shop and bought one of the best 
wheels in stock.

The principal strike development 
yesterday was the walkout of the 
members of the Bottlers’ Union at 
11:30 a. m. This action added 1100 
to the number or the strikers and 
also threw out of employment 6500 
boys and gins, not members of a 
union. 

The bottlers gave notice at 9:30 
a. m. that they had been ordered out, 
but said that. they would “make half 
a day of it.” Ordinarily they quit 
work at noon and have half an hour 
for lunch. They included their lunch 
time in the “half day” and knocked 

half an hour earlier than usual. 

The locals now out are the brew- 
ers and malsters, the freight handlers, 
the firemen and the bottlers. Those 
still at work are the engineers and 
Oilers, the drivers and stablemen and 
the laborers. 

'T he » total number of union employes 
is 3515, and of those 2605 are on 
strike. 

Statements from officials of all the 
breweries indicate that there is suf- 
ficient beer on hand to er the city 
trade for at least six mont! but this 
product must be kegged and ‘bottle Ree 
is now in vats in the brewery §store- 
houses.

BELLEVILLE FREE 
OF STRIKE AND LIDS. 


Belleville will not worry today over a 
possibility gf. a beer famine. The strike 
which has crippled the brewery busi- 
ness in St. Louls and East St. Louls 
not extend to Belleville, nor does 
“lid” affect the capital city of St. 
Clair County. 

The Belleville brewery workers are 
working under an ngreement which will 
not expire wntil the last of June. At 
thet time ai the men employed in any 
capacity @bout the breweries will be or- 
ganized in one union to be known as 
the Brewery Workers’ Union. At pres- 
ent each department practically has a 
separate union, although they are all 
known 20W as the Brewery Workers’ 
t'nion. This organization has a mem- 
pership of ebout 175 men. most of whom 
work in the Belleville breweries. The 
men working in the Mascoutah, New 
Athens and Trenton breweries belong 
to the Belleville union. 

The twd oreweries in Belleville employ 
seven engineers, who are paid now $a 
week; six firemen at $16 a week, four 
assistant firemen at $15 a week, 40 driv-

Judge Ryan Excoriates “Big

A boom for Frank P. Crunden for 
Mayor in 1909 was launched at the clos- 
ing Democratic rally of the municipal 
campaign at the Oucon last night. Mr. 
Crunden, who is one of the Democratic 
nominees for the City Council, has, dur- 
ing his brief political experience, de- 
veloped. much ability as a campaigner. 
He made a speech at the meeting, in 
which he took an advanced stand for 
municipal ownership of public utilities 
and the adoption of the merit system in 
poltical appointments. 

l‘ormer Judge O’Neill Ryan, who was 
the principal speaker of the evening 
took occasion to suggest Mr. Crunden 
as the next Democratic mayoralty can- 
didate. The sentiment met with hearty 
applause from the audience. Judge Ryan 
lauded Crunden for his ability and hon- 
esty He said: 

“While Mr. Crunden was making his 
speech someone to the right of me re- 
marked that there was material and 
plenty of it for. Mayor. I want to vote 
aye on the proposition to nominate htm 
for office.’’ 

James E. Smith, president of the 
Business Men's League, presided at the 
meeting, whch was called to order by 
August Heman, president of the Jeffer- 
son Club. Mr. Smith complimented the 
present municipal administration and 
urged the election of the Democratic 
Council candidates. Mayor Wells fol- 
lowed in a speech, in which he re- 
viewed the work of his administration. 
He was followed by Mr. Crunden. Judge 
Ryan then spoke for an hour. 

Many prominent business and profes- 
sional men occupied seats on the stage 
as vice-presidents of the meeting. A Re- 
ception Committee consisting of busi- 
ness men was on duty at the doors. 
The audience was not large, probably 
a thousand persons being in the hall, 
but it was enthusiastic. 

Platforms Mean Little, 

Judge Ryan declared that party plat- 
forms mean little or nothing any more, 
serving too frequently only the purpose 
of electing unworthy men to office. He 
said that the people were more and 
more demanding honest, capable men in 
official life. 

He said that six years ago he was not 
in favor of nominating Wells for Mayor, 
and that while he would not unquali- 
fiedly applaud everything that the pres- 
ent Mayor has done, yet, judging him 
os his public conduct, his administra- 
tion has been of high order. He re- 
ferred to the conditions that existed un- 
der the Ziegenhe!n administration, de- 
claring the people were helpless to give 
more than verbal reproof to the shame- 
less conditions that then existed.

The various classes of workmen. employe 


by a brewery are so dependent 


on each other that when one class stops work all of the others are affected. 


All of the heads of brewing companies in St. Louis acknowledge that the 


are 


now bendinb their energies to prevent the engineers from joining the strikers. 
The keynote of the situation is in the engineroom. 


The engimeers are the best paid union 
workmen employed by the St. Louis 
breweries. They receive $20 a week. 
They have made a demand for $25 a 
week, but so far they have not struck. 
Yesterday, with the oilers, they were 
at their posts running the complex ma- 
echinery -without which the breweries 
cannot operate. 

All of the Hfe of a brewery comes 
from the engine room. To make the 
wheels go round the furnaces must be 
kept hot. 

That is why Adolphus Busch Jr., son 
of August A. Buscn, George Kingsbury 
Busch, nephew of Adolphus Busch, with 
40 well-dressed office employes, clerks 
and salesmen of the Anheuser-Busch 
brewery shoveled coal into the furnaces 
yesterday. 

Edwin Lemp Worked in Boots. 

That is why Edwin Lemp, a Beau 
Brummel of St. Louis society, donned 
a pair of cowhide boots and worked in 
the hot, steam-filled malt room of the 
Lemp brewery. The materia] there must 
be handled before the furnace fires go 
out. Otherwise it will spoil and the 
loss to the St. Louis breweries will be 
several hundreds of thousand dollars. 

The strike was started by the Brew- 
ers’ and Malsters’ Local, No. 6, of the) 
(nited Brewery Workers of America. 
The men who belong to this union are 
those most closely connected with the 
actual work of making beer. 

Most skilled of these are the brew- 
ers, the men who keep the pot boiling. 
They put the materials into the im- 
mense copper kettles, in which beer is 
brewed. Through peepholes they watch 
it while it is cooking and they must 
be able to judge to a nicety when the 
brew is ready to be drawn off. 

A mistake of a few minutes, one way 
or the other, means a spoiled brew and 
the loss of all the material and labor 
which has been expended on the con- 
tents of the kettle. 

A capable man must work three 
years before he is competent to be pro- 
moted to the rank of brewer. When 
he reaches this goal his salary ts $16 
a week, the same amount that he has 
been receiving for a year previous to 
his promotion, during which time he has 
been working as a malster. 

Starts as Barrel Washer. 

The first step in the career of a 
brewery worker is a position in the 
wash house. Here he receives $15 a 
week. He starts by learning to wash 
barrels and kegs which have been used 
and which-come back to the brewery 
to be refilled. Several mechanical ap- 
pliances are used in this work and there 
is a thorough system of inspection. If 
he succeeds as a washer he is next en- 
trusted with the work of. coating the 
insides of new barrels and kegs with 
pitch. His salary is not raised. 

At the end of a year’s service an apt 
man will find his way into the malt 
house, where the materials used in 
making beer are prepared for the brew- 
ers. Here are stored great quantities 
of barley and hops which must be care- 
fully watched to keep it in -good condi- 
tion. Too much heat will cause the 
fresh barley to sprout and rot and too 

‘ttle will rob it of its life and power 
of germination. 

Here there are many problems of ven- 
tilation and handling to be mastered 
by the aspirant to the _ position of 
brewer. If he does good *work he is 
entrusted with the actual nfaking of the 
malt, a barley product which is the 
main. ingredient of beer. 

The usual process is to spread the 
barley on the floor of the malt house. 
moisten and heat it artificially until it 
steams. This forces it to sprout and 
the fermented mass which results is 
called malt. While this process is under 
way the laver of barley on the floor 
must be turned over with long scoops 
four hours. If this work is 
néglected the entire mass becomes over- 
heated and scorched and is unfit for 
use. 

Many -Formulas for Reer. 
“Eternal vigilance is the price of beer. 
When aman has shown his ability in 

the making and handling of malt he is 
permitted to add to the malt the pro- 
portion of hops which must be mixed 
with it before it goes into the brewing 
kettle. The formula which he follows 
comes from the master brewer, through 
one of the foremen, and it must be 
closelv followed. 

As the mixture is properly or improp- 
erly made, the beer will be of superior 
or inferior quality. There is a separate 
formula for each brand of bottled beer 
or each grade of keg beer, 

When at last the malster reaches the 
coveted goal of brewer he finds honor 
and added re sponsibility, but his salary 
$16 a week, is unchanged, 

At first he inspects the mixtures made 
by the malsters and decides whether 
they are fit for brewing. After about 
three months of this work he is placed 
in charge of a kettle. 

If he is not @ man of college train- 
ing and technical education he cannot 
hope to rise higher in the business of 
making beer. 

He is on the dead line between skilled 
labor and science. Above him are fore- 
men, making three or four times his 
salary, and above all is the master 
brewer, whose salary may be from 
$19,000 to $15,000 a year. 

Foremen, chemists, master brewers— 
the men who boss the brewery workers 
—do not belong to unions. 

Engineers Are Maaters. 

Everywhere in a modern brewery the 
work is dominated by the power of 
steam. The engineers, working for $20 
a week, are masters of the situation. 

All of the heat necessary to prepare 
the materials and all the power used in 
handling and distributing the product 
from one part of the plant to another 

For years the St. Louis brewers have 
been eliminating hand power wherever 
poss tible. 

Beer must be kept cool, at least below 
a temperature of 40 degrees, while it is 
being aged. In the old. days this result 
was obtained by storing the product In 
nndererot ind caves. Today Ah ooh brew- 
ery in 8&St. Louis has its own ice man- 
ufacturing plant. This alone calls for 
much of the energy developed in the 
engine room, 

From the kettles to the big storing 
tanks the beer Is cafried by the pressure 
os steam. From the tanks to the bot- 
tling works it ls conveyed by the same 
agency. 

When a barrel or keg ig filled, the 
power of steam opens the cock connect- 
ed with the storing tank and a steam 
hammer, working with quick, short 
strokes, drives home the bung. 

A similar mechanical device, operated 
hy steam, drives the corks into the bot- 
tles or clamps on the crown tops, as 
the case may be. The extreme degrees 
of heat and cold needed In various parts 
of the brewery all come from the engine 
room.

At all of the breweries affected by 
the strike the tanks from which the 
kegs are filled were empty yesterday. 
Uniess steam is kept up they will re- 
main so tomorrow and there will be 
no keg beer for the city trade, which 
will be supplied before out of town 
shipments are attempted. If the kegs 
are filled tomorrow the work must be 
done by brewery officials, clerks and 
foremen. 

The walk out of the bottlers will se- 
riously affect the breweries. The bot- 
tlers have been receiving $1.70 a day 
and they are asking for $2.37. Many 
of them are youths ranging in age from 
17 to 21 years. Smailer boys are em- 
ployed to wash bottles and girls attach 
the labels. The small boys- and the 
girls do not belong to unions, but with 
the bottlers out there will be nothing 
for them to do. They have already re- 
fused to attempt to do the work of the 
bottlers. 


Clerks Handling Freight. 
The freight handlers whose salary Is 
work eight hours in winter 
}and nine hours in summer for the same 
wages. They are asking for $2.25 a 
day for eight hours work the year 


round. They are the last to handle the 
brewery product. They load it on the 
ears in which it {is shipped from the 
city. Strength, quickness and skill in 
packing so as to get the greatest pos- 
sible number or kegs or cases into the 
smallest space are the requisites. To 
a limited extent the places of these 
men are now being filled by office men 
and clerks.

Brewers and malsters are permitted 
to sample the product whenever they 
are thirsty. The measure allotted to 
them for a “drink” is a copper tankard 
which holds half a gallon. 

Other adult employes of the brewery 
receive 16 tickets a day, each ticket good 
for a glass of beer at the “sternewirth,”’ 
the workers’ drinking place, which is 
a feature of every brewery. The rule as 
to the face value of the tickets is not 
strictly enforced and workers with a 
capacity frequently obtain two glasses 
for one piece of cardboard. 


81 in Beer as Daily Drink. 
Thus in addition to their salaries the 
employes receive more beer than they 


could afford to drink if they were re- 
quired to pay for it. The average strik- 
er is losing not only his salary, but the 
equivalent of $1 or more in beer every 
day that he is idle. 

Custom has given him the appetite 
for this beer, which he cannot now af- 
ford to buy. The brewery owners be- 
lieve that the ‘‘sternewirth” will be a 
Strong factor in inducing many of the 
men to return to work. The strikers 
laugh when this idea is put to them. 
They smile and shake their heads and 
say: 

“No. If they think they can buy us 
with free drinks they are mistaken. We 
are fighting for a principle, not for 


beer.’

‘There have been in-uiries,’’ said Mr. 
Player, ‘“‘concerning the bonds from 
sources whicn lead us to believe that 
they will be disposed of.in this country 
in a short time. 

“There have been no negotiations as 
yet, but I can sav that the inquiries are 
of such a nature as to leave no doubt 
that there are prospective purchasers 
who will take them up in a short time. 
In fact, if we needed the money, I think 
we could sell the bonds tomorrow.’

Assistant City Counselor Williams cit- 
ed the ruling of Judge Gantt when he 
suid he did not think the decision would 
affect St. Louis. President O'Reilly said 
the bituminous macadam was not a 
patented article as a whole, but there 
were patents upon some of the com- 
pound. He believes the amendment of 
1901 protects St. Louis.

Miss Jane Schoekel, Law Clerk to United States District Attorney, 
Addresses Students of Rubicam Shorthand College on 
‘‘Women in Business.’’ 


HE students of the Rubicam Shorthand College listened to the following 
remarks on “Women in Business” by one of St. Louis’ most successful 
business women, Miss June Schoekel, law clerk to the United States 

District Attorney for the Eastern District of Missouri. 











Miss Schoekel said: 


concentrated work. As a result, we find 
here a beautiful school, such as was 
never seen anywhere before, and which 
is really an ornament and a monument 
to the city of St. Louis. When you com- 
pare this schoolroom with the schools 
of years ago you will find much in its 
favor, without even looking at the many 
advantages that have come to you 
through the efforts of the ladies at the 
head of this school. 

“When I was graduated from a bus!l- 
ness college a number of years ago, I 
knew absolutely nothing. I could write) 
shorthand and do a little typewriting. 
Here in this school the pupils are 
taught how to work in all business of- 
fices to which they might possibly be 
called. They are well posted on legal 
phraseology, on matters of architecture, 
on commercial correspondence, and, in 
fact, are well equipped to take up this 
profession in a manner unknown some 
years ago. 

“When I lift the business college I 
knew nothing at all about the address- 
ing of envelopes or carbin work, so I 
feel that these pupils are to be con- 
gratulated upon the advantages that 
have come to them through the con- 
centrated efforts of two or three busi- 
ness women who wanted results. 


Tolling at All Times. 
“The poet told us so beautifully ‘The 
heights of great men reached and kept 
were not attained by sudden flight, but 


they while their companions slept were 
toiling upward in the night,’ and so it 
was with these ladies. While others 
were practically asleep they were toil- 
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ing to make it possible for you to have 
these advantages. This is a result 
of concentration of mind. 

“After a t..orough equipment in this 
college there are several elements that 
are essential to make up a successful 
business woman. One of the principal 
things is the matter of promptness. If 
you have a position where you are re- 
quired to be at your desk at 8 o'clock 
that does not mean 8:15. It is abso- 
lutely necessary to comply with the 
rules and regulations of a business of- 
fice, and if the office hours are not to 
your liking, seek another place. 

‘“‘Another thing quite essential is neat- 
ness in your work. This you are taught 
here, as I have never seen more beauti- 
ful work than has been turned out by 
students of this college; but your neat- 
ness must not stop here. You should 
take the matter of dress into considera- 
tion. Nothing so disgusts a business 
man as to have a young woman in his 
office appear in party clothes. If you 
want to hold the respect of the people 
about you, you have to dress properly. 
{ want to say to you that if you cannot 
afford both business and party clothes, 
be sure to select proper clothing for 
your business calling, as you spend six 
days out of every week there. 

Dignity an Essential. 

“Dignity in an office is very essential. 
Courteousness on the part of a young 
woman in an office is appreciated. 
Quietness of speech and manner count 
just as much in a business office as 
they do in a parlor. We have been told 
by Shakespeare, in speaking of wom- 
an, that ‘Her voice was gentle, sweet 
and low, anexcellent thing in woman.”’ 
To hold the respect of the men about 
you, you must not lose your dignity. 

“There is also another kind of dig- 
nity which I might term false dig- 
nity, that is often upheld by young 
and inexperienced business women. 
It has often been said that young 
girls entering into a business career 
would refuse to answer the call of a 
bell or to attend to the cleaning of an 
ink well. I never yet knew of any 
man or woman who could not attend 
to small things in life and attend to 
them well, who has_ accomplished 
great results, because he who cannot 
attend to small thines certainly can- 
not take charge of large things. 

“I want to say in discussing the 
matter of answering a bell, an experi- 
enced business woman told me that 
she would not think of answering the 
Call of a bell. Whoever heard of a 
business man who has time to walk 
through two or three rooms to call 
his clerk? Milton has told us that all 
our dignity lies in our hearts, and, if 
we have high thoughts we wi]! not 
mind attending to small matters. 


Harmony With Work Needed. 

“I want to caution you as you en- 
ter into your business careers that 
you must make it a point to honor 
your work. If you honor your work 
it will certainly honor you. Nothing 
so hurts us as to be out of harmony 
with our environment. Sometimes we 


wonder why we are placed in certain 
positions, but there is a reason for 
that, and if we cannot find one we had 
better leave that environment and 
seek one in which we can at least do 
our work in a pleasant manner. 

“Take a cook for example; the man 
Or woman who has mastered the art 
of cookery accomplishes the best re- 
sults. So it is even with a laundress. 
She who sees the hest in her work 
does the most beautiful work. Every- 
thing is beautiful to us if we love it. 
Great musicians and artists have ac- 
complished great results only by love 
of their work and a concentrated ef- 
fort to aim high. We are told by 
George Eliot that ‘Not failure, but 
low aim, is crime.’ Let us take that 
for a motto. 

“When you are at your work I would 
advise you to drop all shams and pre- 
tenses. Be true to yourself. It is 
useless to go around and say that it is 
luck when you have attained a high 
place. You could rather add the letter 
‘p’ to that word and make it pluck. 
Let me but do my work from day to day

Cattle has hardly been sufficient to 
change the price basis. The period 
Started out, however, with trading slow 
and draggy, as other centers had lib- 
eral runs, which caused lower prices 
on some classes. During the latter half 
of the week the supply was lighter, 
which practically restored the loss, and 
all classes are now as high as the pre- 
vious week. Receipts were very little 
different from the previous week, about 
1000 larger than two. weeks ago, and 
also a little larger than the correspond- 
ing week of last year. _Cattle are not 
overly plentiful in territory adjacent to 
St. Louis, and the receipts included a 
good many cattle that were purchased 
at other markets and forwarded here 
by speculators, and all of them have 
made good money. Shippers are begin- 
ning to find this out, and are now 
sending cattle to this market from 
points which, heretofore, marketed else- 
where. 

Monday the beef steer market showed 
a decline of W@lic, but an advance of 
l0c later placed them at the previous 
week’s level, the smallest loss being 
shown on those weighing 1100 pounds 
and upwards. Quality was not as good 
as the previous week, and in full load 
lots good to choice, 1350-pounds steers 





topped.at $6.60, and some smooth 1250- 
pound Herefords brought $5.65, while 
the greater part of the supply sold at 
$4.55@5.40 for medium to good kinds. A 
small bunch sold at $6. Most of the 
butcher steers under 1000 pounds sold 
at $4.70@4.85, while common and medium 
steers went mainly at $4.25q@4.580. 
heifer market ruled 
steady throughout. Early in the week 
trade was rather slow, but was more 
active later. Cows were not very plenti- 
ful, nor were there a great many heif- 
ers on sale. Choice 
and cows at $4.60. 
sold at $4@4.60, and 
$2.85@4. 

The supply of stockers and feeders 
was not sufficient to meet the demand. 
This was particularly true of good qual- 
ity steers. Feeders sales included good 
fleshy 1100-pound steers at $5, and good 
medium weights at $4.70. Otherwise, 
sales were largely under $4 for stock- 
ers, most of which were inferior, and 
sold at $3.10@3.65. 

The supply of Texas cattle amvunted 
to about 6100 head, compared with 7000 
the previous week, 5000 a month ago 
and 1500 a year ago. Steers formed the 
larger part of the supply, and most of 
them were fair to good meal-fed ones, 
selling at $4.25@4.70, with the best going 
at $4.75@4.85. Monday the market ruled 
slow and 5@10c lower, but this was re- 
gained by Wednesday, and the week 
closes on a shade stronger basis than 
at the close of the previous week. But 
few cows, bulls, calves and mixed lots! 
were on Sale, and the marker ruiecud 
steady. 

Hogs on Sliding Scale. 

The supply of hogs was not quite as 
large as two weeks ago, the total num- 
ber on sale being around 40,000, which, 
however, is about 5000 more than ar- 
rived during the corresponding week 
last year. Real good heavy hogs were 
pretty scarce, but there Was a pretty 
good representation of medium weight 
offerings and a fair number of good 
lights and a good many common lights. 

The week opened with the market on 
the decline and the first two days there 
was a loss of fully 25c from the close 
of the previous week and $1 from the 
high time in February, when the top 
of the market went up to $7.22. Tués- 
day’s market was the lowest since the 
middle of January, the top being $6.20, 
and the bulk of the hogs selling at 
$6.074%@6.17%.

The week so far as the financia] sit- 
uation goes, has not seen marked 
Interest rates remain about 
the same and the demand for money 
from the interior South, Southwest and 
West remained active.

Russian General Has Unique 
Plan for Stopping 
Assassinations. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 30.—The 
entire Russian press is discussing 
Governor-General Bartoff’s plan for 
exterminating the revolutionists. He 
published it undet his own name in 
the semi-official paper of his prov- 
ince, Stambow. Here is what he says: 

“Judging from the fact that revo- 
lutionist and terrorists have been es- 
caping lately after commiting mur- 
ders and depredations, there must be 
@ general sympathy with them among 
the lower classes. In protecting these 
terrorists, these persons associate 
themselves with the assassins and 
they ought to be duly punished. Up 
to this time, however nq. strong 
means have been employed ‘to stamp 
out the revolutionists and for this rea- 
son they have grown to be a big party 
and their sympathisers have no fear 
in showing their feeling. 

“The way to remedy this, I believe, 
is by simply 
tionists and their sympathizers by the 
simple method of shooting them. It 
could be done this way:

ENGLISH LABOR VOICE 





Early Days in Poorhouse Made 
Strong Impression 
on Him. 





LONDON, March 34-The publication 
of George Haw’s biography of Will 
Crooks ‘under the title, ‘““From Work- 
house to Westminster,”’ se soon after 
the recent elections which emphasized 
this popular man’s hold upon the 


masses, will serve to draw attention to 
the phases of the legisiator’s character, 
which have made him the ‘voice of 
the people.” It matters little to Will 
Crooks of Poplar, how the election goes, 
he is always successful, whether he is 
a candidate for Parliament or for Dis- 
trict Guardian, to which office falls the 
care of the finances of the district and 
the oversight of the paupers. 

Mr. Crooks is essentally all the time 

“a man of the people.’ In this he dif- 
fers from most labor leaders and near- 
ly. all labor members of Parliament. 
Keir Hardie is an idealist, dreaming 
dreams and seeing visions, an entirely 
different man to the workingman of 
the city streets or of the English coun- 
tryside. 

Ramsay MacDonald may speak for la- 
bor, but his humorless opportunism is 
exceedingly bourgeois; and John Burns 
is infinitely more akin to Mr. Lloyd- 
George and to Sir John Williams Benn 
than he is to the men who work at 
his own trade. If ail these men had 
not been politicians, they would still 
have left their class, as so many other 
men leave it year vy year, through sheer 
force of their individuality. 

Crooks Like Dickens’ Character. 

But Mr. Crooks is quite a different 
person. His virtues and his deficiencies 
and deficiencies of the 
poor, and he possesses abu tly that 
wonderful humor which, as kens dis- 
covered: for the world, is one of the most 
striking characteristics of the English 
poor man. 

Mr. Crooks’ speeches 
sort of fun—and very: 
that one hears when one talks to an 
omnibus conductor or gossips with halt 
a dozen workingmen in the dinner hour. 
Take the following two stories extract- 
ed from a speech of his on temper- 
ance: 

“But even that chap was not so bad 
as the railway guard who went home 
a bit elevated. He saw the cat lying 
on the hearthrug, and chucked it in the 
oven, slamming the door and yelling, 
‘Take yer seats for Nottingham.” * * ® 

“One of the chief reasons some 
chaps booze is because you are too so- 
ciable-like in standing treat. A rattling 
boozer was once screwed up to the point 
of signing the pledge. He writes his 
name, puts his hand in his pocket and 
asks how much? 

‘**Nothing to 
lady, smiling. 

*“ ‘What? Nothing to pay?’ he repeats 
in amazement. ‘Do I get it for nothing? 
Do you mean to say that I, a working 
man, am offered something for noth-

Hardships tn Childhood. 

Mr. Crooks’ upbringing was a hard 
one. He was one of seven children, and 
when he was 3 years old his father lost 
his arm, and the family was dependent 
on the exertions of his mother—one of 
those wonderful, self-sacrificing, work- 
ing-class heroines. The biography says: 

“She became the family cobbler, as 
she had all along been the family tai- 
lor. Often she would go on her knee, 
hammer in hand, mending the boots. 
The children could not remember the 
time when she did not make dll their 


clothes. 

‘*God only knows, God only. will 
know, how my mother worked and 
wept,’ says Crooks. ‘With it all she 
brought up seven of us to be decent and 
useful men and women. She was every- 
thing to us. I owe to her what little 
schooling I got, for, though she could 
neither read nor write herself, she 
would often remark that that should 
never be said of any of her chgldre a 
owe to her wise training that I have 
been a‘teetotaler all my life. I owe it 
to her that TI was saved from hecoming 
a little wastrel cf the etreets.’"’’ °* © 

For a time, only a short time, be it 
said, Mrs. Crooks was beaten in her 
plucky fight, and her children had to 
go into the Poorhouse. Those were the 
bad old times immortally recorded in 

“Oliver Twist.”” and the horror of his 
Poorhouse experience has never left Mr. 
Crooks, and has largely stimulated him 
in his poor law work. 

As the boy grew up he began to read, 
and Dickens, Scott, Bunyan, Charles 
Kingsley, even Homer, played their part 
in 1 olding his character. He married 
first when he was nineteen. 

’ Discharged for Honesty. 

He refused to use inferior timber on 
a certain job, und was dismissed, to 
find that every shop.in London was 
closed against him; word had _= gone 
round that ‘‘Crooks of Poplar’’ was an 
agitator, and he was not wanted. He 
tramped all over London, he tramped 
through the country, and he has de- 
scribed very vividly the horror of this 
vain search for work. Here is a typtcal 
day: 

“I first went down to the riverside 
at Shadwell. No work was to be had 
there. Then I called at another place 
in Limehouse. No hands wanted. So 
I looked in at home, and got two slices 
of bread in paper and walked eight 
miles to a* cooper’s yard in Totten- 
ham. All in vain. . dragged myself 
back to Clerkenwell. Still no luck. 
Then I turned towards home in despair. 
By the time I reached Stepney I was 
dead-beat, so I called at a friend’s tin 
Commercial! road for a little rest. They 
gave me some Irish stew and twopence 
to ride home. I managed to walk home, 
and gave the twopence to my wife. She 
needed it badly.”’ 

When he at last found work it was. 
happily, not to lose it again. Mr. Crooks 
lives among his own people. They come 
to him in their troubles: 

“A gmall girl came tn the 
night with the announcement: 

“If you please, father’s took to drink 
again, and mother says will Mr. Crooks 
ane round and give him a good hid- 
ing? *’ 

This is the man who speaks for the 
people of London.

cruelties, aye, tor- 
tures of vivisection have aroused the 
tender-hearted »-sple of Chicago, par- 
ticularly the hireane women, who got 
together and by concerted action in- 
fluenced the Chicago aldermen to amend 
the existing ordinance and thus deprive 
the scientists of their free supplies of 
canines. But of that, more later on. 


Dog Supply Shut Off. 

As it is necessary to buy dogs since 
the supply from the city dog pound 
has been shut off, vivisectionists in 
Chicago, Prof. Watson included, have 
been obliged to get along with such 
as they could purchase or get without 
cost from friends and others who have 
no special use or fondness gfor the 
four-footed quadrupeds. Of course. 
any other animal of the lower grades 
are just as good for the experiments 
as are dogs, and they are consider- 
ably cheaper. 

For instance, rata -ost no more than 
the trouble of catchin. them; guinea 
Pigs are cheap enough, so are cats 
and pigeons, But monkevs are not so 
easv to * had «and, besides, are rath- 
er expensive. 

The sitmians are onlv one class re- 
moved from human beings on account 
of their casi. Human beings are much 
cheaper in the e-:imation of vivisec- 
tionists because the subject is a free 
vffering, while monkeys are not given 
ut for nothing by persons owning 
them. 


So monkeys being rather high-priced 
and human subjects as yet unavail- 
able for his purposes, Prof. Watson 
has been cdnducting his experiments 
with rats for a long time past. 

He built for his use in the university 
psychological laboratory ai§§la’yrinth 
6x8 feet in size, with a true passage- 
way 4 inches wide and 40 feet long. 
Before removing any of the five sraes 
of the rodenta he has p:aced food in the 
center of the passagrewayv and turned 
the rats loose to find their way. 


How Eyeless Rodents Feed. 

The foog usually is milk soaked bread. 
it required, the professor says, from 
a half dozen to twenty trials, before 
the rats discover the route. After the 
rodents become familiar with the way. 
he removes their eyebalis, but they 
have no difficulty tn locating the food. 

Rata, deprived of their eyesight. who 
have never before been over the route, 
have located the food with as much 
mise Aas those possessing eyesight. 

Then the animals have been de- 
prived of their sense of hearing and 
of amell, and they have found the 
food. It made no difference what 
changea were made in temperature 
and air pressure. Prof. Watson found 
that it wae impossible to deprive the 
rodente entirely of the senee of touch 
in their feet without paralyzing them. 

In experimenting for the manifesta- 
tion of the so-called sixth senae, the 
professor has changed the position of 
the box (the true passageway) at 
right angles, and discovered that the 
rats became confused, although after 
a while they found the proper route 
to the spot where the food was lio- 
cated. 

Prof. Wateon its now ueing the same 
labyrinth, only slightly altered, in ex- 








periments with carrier pigeons. He is 
making a thorough test of their reputed 
marvelous sense of direction and de- 
clares that the experiments are prov- 
ine very interesting, much more 
than those made with rats. 

He has secured several monkeys, 
which he training now for use in 
the experiments. In due course, after 
being well trained, the simians will lose 
their sight and other senses and be put 
through the same trials. 

but the professor is eager, so enthusi- 
astic is he over his hobby of vivisec- 
tion, to experiment with human beings. 
Realizing that men will not be induced 
to sacrifice the five senses in the man- 
ner that rats, guinea pigs, cats and 
dogs have to do, he has another plan 
to utilize them in tests. 

He purposes to deprive them of their 
principal senses by blindfolding them, 
stopping their ears and by 
means. Prof. Watson thinks 
thus deprive them, tempvurarily, al 
senses except that of touch, through 
their feet. and he is convinced the lat- 
ter obstacle can be overcome by means 
an uneven floor.

However, he regrets 
very much that the City Council, heed- 
ing the cries of the women, who are 
members of the Anti-Cruelty Society, 
has deprived the university and other 
institutions and laboratories of Chicago 
of the source of free supply of dogs. 

Not Cruel to Canines. 

He asserts that there is no cruelty at- 
tached to the experiments in vivisection 
with canines, But the women of Chica- 
go think differently. They have not, so 
far made any formal or loud protest 
against the vivisectionista making vic- 
time of felines, guinea pigs, pigeons and 
monkeys. 

“We don't expect that women will try 
to bar us from using guinea pigs or 
monkeys,”’ says one of Prof. Watson's 
chief assistants.

Some Sunday magazines are printed 
and bound and shipped by freight from 
New York to this territory and repre- 
sented as Southwestern magazines, as 
supplements of regular newspapers. 

Newspaper syndicates are as plentiful 
in the East as English Sparrows, end 
as a rule the quality of their product is 
about as dull as the sparrow's color. 
It must necessarily be so. 

Still, there are exceptions. For in- 
stance, some newspaper syndicates dish 
up fresh matter—Eastern in flavor—and 
it t6 the newspapers absolutely 
Editors read it and pronounce it 
Then they read it again. 
They make a discovery. Buried so clev- 
erly that nobody but a trained editor 
could discover it, ils a lttle knife, or 
a dose of cyanide, or a keen-pointed 
stiletto, meant to work havoc with some 
public man, some reformer, some 
“busybody” of a statesman who works 
for the interest of the people or some 
great enterprise. The citizen reads such 
matter, and if he forms any idea about 
it, probably gives his favorite paper 
credit for enterprise in printing such 
fine “dope.” He @esn't discover the 
hidden poison or knife, but is infiu- 
enced by it, and that’s how ‘free’ mat- 
ter, “canned” for enterprising pul)‘sh- 
ers of some great Sunday magazines.

The ‘‘canning’’ business in the newspa- 
per world has grown to such an extent 
that Southwestern metropolitan newspa- 
pers may now be supplied with cheap 
magazines telling about the doings of 
the crowned heads of Europe, the ca- 
vortings of the Rockefellers and the 
Vanderbdilta, travelers in foreign coun- 
tries, fashions in Paris, fiction stories 
and other such matter.

Recently ready-made ‘‘eradi- 
ecators” have been put on the market 
and can now be purchased of any sta- 
tioner. 

But the expert work which makes 
the check raiser dangerous is not done 
by amateurs who purchase their ma- 
terials ready-made. With the increase 
of crime along these lines new methods 
of protection have been evolved, and

Ready-made facilities for check rais- 
ing increase the number of individual 
crimes, but anfateurs are usually soon 
eaptured.

When one begins to investigate the 
methods of expert check raisers he is at 
once struck with the thought that sim- 
ilar skill and pnerseverance directed in 
legitimate channels would insure a for- 
tune without the disgrace and danger 
attendant on a criminal career. In re- 
filling the portions of a check that are 
cut out by a perforator such as many 
banks use,-infinite patience and skill is 
required. Expert use of a pen 
necessary, although forgery of 
tures is not done in this work. 

It is necessary, too, for the 
ful crook to have an intimate knowledgc 
of the routine of banking and commer- 
cial business and practices. He must 
be able not only to make out his check 
so that it will pass muster before the 
critical eyes of bank cashiers, but must 
know how to carry out his part at the 
bank and be able to time his operations 
in such a manner as to give him an 
opportunity to escape before the swindle 
is discovered. 

Having procured a check containing a 
Signature which he is certain will be 
honored for the amount he contemplates 
filling in, the check is examined care- 
fully to determine jast what acids must 
Be used. “Safety’’ paper is so made and 
“colored that it is supposed to resist 
acids. This ts true with most of it, so 
far as the prepared acids sold in book 
Stores is concerned.

But not all of it is impervious to cer- 
tain preparations known to the expert, 
And if the lines of colored paper are 
marred the check raiser overcomes that 
difficulty by carefully strengthening the 
blurred places with water colors. 

If the amount of the check has been 
cut out with a perforator the crook ob- 
tains blank checks made of the same 
kind of paper and a perforator exactly 
like the one used by the bank. After 
cutting out numberless pieces of the 
blank check he selects those that match 
the portions cut out of the filled-in 
check and carefully puts them in the 
perforations. 

Then he takes his own perforator and 
cuts Into the check the amount he pro- 
poses to make it call for. If a plain 
white check is used this Is much easier 
work for the crook. In some instances 
he can fill the holes with a certain kind 
of paste, but this is rather a coarse 
method. 

There are several methods of altering 
the written amount of a check. If the 
check originally calls for $8, all that is 
necessary is to use an acid to take 
away enough of the line leading from 
the eight to allow of the insertion of: the 
word “thousand.” 

Expert penmanship is necessary, how- 
ever, to get the lettering of the word 
“thousand” to correspond with that of 
the word “eight.” Frequently the en- 
tire line is erased and all written in. A 
great many checks are made out by a 
different hand from that which signs 
them, apd a bank cashier is not. sup-

An easier way to raise a check for 


$% dollars is to add the letter ‘‘y”’ to the 
tail of the “t’’ and make it call for $80 
dollars. This, however, does not net a 
large enough sum to pay for the trouble 
and risk, and professional check-raisers 
seldom work for small amounts unless 
they have a number of transactions in 
view that seem exceptionally easy. 

Drafts are frequently selected by 
check raisers for their work because 
there is less likelihood of their worth 
being questioned if the changes made 
pass the eye of the paying teller. The 
methods of “A. H. Dean,” who cashed 
the draft on the Crocker-Woolworth 
Bank, are usually adopted. This is the 
largest raised check ever passed. It or- 
iginally called for $12 and was raised by 
“Dean” to $22,000. 

Dean, whose real name was Becker, 
worked in San Francisco, with a con- 
federate in Woodland, Cal. He appeared 
at the Crocker bank in San Francisco 
and opened an account of a few hundred 
dollars. 

Shortly afterward he presented a 
small draft from the Bank of Woodland 
and had it placed to his credit.

He then cashed the draft and depos- 
ited the money, checking it out later 
on the same day. As he presented the 
draft on the 13th of the month, the fact 
that it had been raised was not discov- 
ered until almost three weeks after- 
wards, when the draft was returned to 
the Woodland bank, and by that time 
Dean and his companion had gotten 
safely away. 

The draft for $10,000 reproduced here 
was ostensibly made by the German- 
American Bank of Sidney, O. T., on 
the Importers and Traders’ National 
Bank of New York City. It was cashed 
at the German-American Bank of Buf- 
falo. 

Originally this check called for $10 
and was raised by ‘“Warren,’”’ whose 
real name was Thomas F. Kennedy, a 
member of the notorious Knox-Whit- 
man gang of forgers. Kennedy worked 
in much the same manner as ‘‘Dean,’’s 
but he had an easier job. 

The draft issued by the Ohio bank 
was not protected in any manner ex- 
cept that it was written on “safety’’ 
paper. No filling in of perforations was 
necessary In this instance. The Sidney 
bank failed later in the same year. 

Aside from professional check-raisers 
banks and business houses find that 
their greatest danger comes from book- 
keepers and confidential employes who 
have exceptional opportunities. An op- 
portunity of this kind. was taken ad- 
vantage of recently by the bookkeeper 
of a Western firm. 

He had occasion to use @ great many 
postage stamps in the firm’s business. 
He would make out a check for $1, se- 
cure the signature of the head of the 
firin, then raise the check to $100. The 
entire operation was in his own hands, 
including the buying of the stamps. 

In the regular course of business the 
canceled check would be returned to the 
office, and the duties of the bookkeeper 
brought it into his possession. He 
would then lower the check to the orig- 
inal amount of $1 and make his entries 
to correspond. He was finally detected 
when another bookkeeper took charge 
of his business while he was at home 
sick, one of the raised checks coming in 
during his sickness. 

A check-raiser, with the necessary 
talents and daring and who can “make 
a good front” when it comes to passing 
his “paper,” is exceedingly dangerous 
to the banking world. This ts shown 
strikingly by the fact that the most 
successful criminals in this line have 
been pensioned by the banking world. 

That these pensions are paid is of- 
ficilally denied by the detective bureau 
said to have charge of the payment of 
the pensiong, and by the Amer'can 
Bankers’ Association, which furnishes 
the money. But t i« privately ad- 
mitted by men high tn both the banking 
and detective world. wey | 

Each of these pensioners is obliged, 
under the terms of his agreement, to*

While the pensions thus paid must 
necessarily be large and incomes se- 
cured to the check-raisers that will 
keep them in comfort, not all of them 
are able to resist the temptation to 
carry on their criminal practices. There 
is an appeal to the originality, a de- 
mand on the resourcefulness and self- 
possession of the criminal and a spice 
of danger, all of whicn add zest to the 
operation for the check-raiser pos- 
sessed of imagination. 

Many of them take a great deal of 
pride in their accomplishments. A suc- 
cessful ‘‘deal’’ is a triumph of wit and 
skill possessing peculiar attraction to 
the criminal aside from the possibili- 
ties of money making. Most of these 
men live high, too, and beyond their 
“income”’’—thelr pension. But the sur- 
veillance kept over them and the fact 
that their faces and methods are unl- 
versally known among detectives and 
bankers keeps the pensioned ones fairly 
well in check. 

When a series of exceptionally suc- 
cessful operations in the raising and 
passing of checks comes to light the 
first move of the detectives is to round 
up the penstoned experts. Their recent 
movements are gone over step by step 
to see that, even where they can prove 
a conclusive alibi, they have not done 
the work secretly and turned the raised 
checks over to a confederate to pass. 

There are dozens of #ystemsa and de- 
vices used for the protection of checks 
and drafts against being raised. In ad- 
dition to the many perforating ma- 
chines which cut the amount into the 
paper, and the safety paper, many 
banks still use the “advice” system. 

At the close of each day's business 
these banks send to thelr correspon- 
dents everywhere a notification § that 
certain checks have been cashed ofr 
drafts issued for specified amounts. 
This, being forwarded by mall, serves 
as a reference after the manner of the 
“advice” system in use by the Post- 
office Department to check its money- 
ofder business. 

It is generally agreed that the only 
device which is really proof against the 
attacks of the check raiser is one of 
the many that actually pulverizes the 
paper on which the draft or check is 
drawn. There usually read “Not over 
five dollars.” “Not over fifty dollars,” 
and similarly, according to the amount 
called for in the check or draft. The 
line thus stamped is of such size and 
lefigth and so perforates and pulverizes 
the paper that an attempt to erase it 
practica'ly destroys the check or draft.

If the origt- 
nal maker of the check or draft did not 
exercise “due caution” in ite prepara- 
tion the loss falls on him. If he can 
show that he took every care to pro- 
tect the paper the lose then falls on the 
bank, individual or firm™that pays the 
check or draft. 

“Tue caution” ts broadly construed to 
mean that words and figures must be 
written in such a manner that an in- 
sertion cannot be made before or after 
them without obliteration of a portion 
of the check, and, presumably, under 
modern methods, that the check must 
be perforated or mechanically protect- 
ed in some manner.. i 

In nearly all of the famous Instances 
of check raising there has been litiga- 
tion to see who should bear the loss. 
Many raised checks have been found to 
present a more business- like appear-

When a promoter

ERE are pictures of a rare. curi- 
ous and extremely valuable coin.

It is a memorial coin, issued at 
death of George Washington 

There were probably never more than 
six or eight of these coins issued, pos- 
sibly not so many. One was given to 
each member of Washington's cabinet, 
and possibly to some of his closest 
frionds. 

On the face of the coin is a bust of 
Washington and the sentence, “He is in 
giory, the world in tears.""
